HORRID MURDER, 
Extract -of a letter from the Parish of St. Eli. 
zabcth. 


~  T witnessed on Monday last the most hor- 
rid and most cruel sight thac probcbly ever 
was seen before. Mr, James Jennings, who 
was seiting a coffee plantation about three 
miles from this, had his throat cut; bis 
housekeeper, aSambo woman, had her head 
severed from her body; their eldest daughter, 
about eight years old, her throat cut; the 
next bey about six, his’ throat cut and scal- 
ped; the third, a sucking child, swangled ; 
and a black child about six, bis throat cut and 
scalped; there is alsu one of Mr, Jennings’s 
brown chitdrea missiog, about three. years 
old, which, there is not the least doubt, has 
shared the same fate, as tt waa seen ia com.
